Harry Burlingame, special ta- 
tive of the bureau of war 1 


with offices in room 1307 of the Stock Bx- 
change building, is evantzeltaing returned 
soldiers who have itted their govern- 
ment insurance to elapse. By a cam- 
paign throughout the stute he hopes to 
tewonvert the service men with the new 
offer that they may be 3 upon 
payment of two months’ premium, no 
matter how long the period of delin- 
quency. 

Under the act of congress of Oct. 6, 
1918, beneficiaries feceivé installments 
of $57.50 each month for twenty years 
for every $10,000 of insurance, but it was 
also provided that within five years after. 


the end of the war the temporary policy 


should be converted to one of z per- 
manent terms of insurance, ificluding 
“ordinary life,” “twenty and thirty 
year payment life.” or insurance matur- 
ing at a stipulated age. 

“The government insurance is 5 to 20 
per Cent less than that of private com- 
panies,” stated Mr. Burlingame. “This 
is due to the fact that the government 
pays the overhead, and without office 
rent, agents’ commissions, salaries or ad- 
vertising appropriations the cost of insur- 
ance is less. The insurance companies, 
realizing the bureau of war risk insur- 
ance is educatintg the public to the value 


of insurance, are back of our campaign 


to reinstate soldiers who were forced to 
Kop their insurance because of nonem- 
ployment immediately following dis- 
charge. 

„ Por example, if Mah dropped $10,- 
900 of insurance in January. 1919, and 
applies for feinstatement Dec. 1 for 
$5,000, he will only have te pay the pre- 
mium for January (the month of grace) 
on $5,000 and the premium for Décember 
on $5,000. He will not have to pay pre- 
miums for the intervening months.”
